CHICAGO, June 17~"The time has
come when the black man must de-
pend upon ‘himeel for protectiom.
I do pot-stand for mabs, but évery
negro should be prepared Lo protect
his home, bis wife and children, even
to the demth.”

This advice was given atl a mesting
of negroes last night by Bishop Alex-
0 nder Walters, of the eolored church
of Ohio, after he had wammed bis
hearers that all signe polnted to &
time of great trouble for them, Bishop
Walters Is prestdent of the Afro-Am-
erican Counefl. The meeting was held
in the Olivet Baptist Church and was
called for the purpose of taking action
on the perseculion of the negro resl-
dents of Eldorado and Harrisburg, Til.,
and the lynching of Louls Wright in
Missouri last winter, A resolution was
adopted and telephoned to Governor
Yates calling on him to take immedate
steps 1o protect the lives and pro-
perty of the colored people of Bldorado
and Harrisburg, TH.

“The authorities have been ordered
o procesd against any person who
may have been guilty of assaulting
against the colored people of that lo-
cality and law will be malntained.”
